Miss Purtill 
was going to visit a friend, and, thinking 
there was no danger, started directly across 
the street instead of going to the crossing.

She was unconscious when Richter left his 
bicycle to go to her.

Richter Waits for the Police. 


Richter, who left his wheel as soon as he 
saw the woman fall and awaited the arrival 
of the physician after she had been carried 
to the drug store, made no attempt to con- 
ceal his identity or-to leave after he saw Miss 
Purtill was dead. When the police arrived 
with the ambulance he gave himself into 
their custody and was taken to the station. 
He will be held pending the Coroner's in- 
quiry into the caise of the accident. Richter 
is a bartender on the North Side and lives 
at 484 North Clark street. He was on his 
way to work when the accident happened.

Riding Without a Lamp.

The physician who 3 Miss Purtill 
said it was impossible to tell the cause of her 
death without an autopsy. From indica- 

us he believed she had died from the 
hock, but it may have been due to heart 
trouble. No bones were broken. 

Miss Purtill resided with her two nephews, 
Edward and Joseph Purttil. She 
years of age. As far as her relatives and 
friends knew she never had suffered from 
heart disease. Until a few months ago she 
was employed as a nurse by Dr. Henry Hoop- 
er of 541 North State street.

Ernest M. Stires of the Grace Episcopal and 
the Rev. P. 8. Henson of the First Baptist 
Church point to the redemption of the thief 
on the cross as disproving Dr. Harcourt's 
theory, while R. A. White of the Stewart 
Avenue Universalist Church, pronounced 
emphatic amen to the en of the 
preacher’s opinion. 

Most local ministers. assume middle 
ground, asserting that a dying penitent can 
be saved if his conversion is sincere end 
not a mere grasping at a straw as a last 
chance of gaining heaven.

I don’t bélieve in preachers 
seeking the side of the dying for this pur- 
pose, but if called I think a minister should 
do all he can to help the sufferer.”’ 

Dr. William R. Notman of the Fourth Pres- 
byterian said:. Character is the guage by 
which a man is to be judged, but that Is no 
reason for denying a dying man consolation. 
A ministration is as helpful then as at any 
time. The man may be repenting to buy 
his way into heaven, but they do that at other 
times, too.“ 

The scriptures record one instance of the 
repentance and forgiveness of a dying 
man,“ said the Rev. Dr. Stires. 80 no one 
may despair. It is largely a question of will 
power. A man who has weakened his will 
by~ avoiding — the question all his life can 
scarcely be strong enough to repens pincers 
ly. Yet it is possible.”’ 

Let a Man Die in Peace. 
„A man eannot crawl into heaven on such 


a shift,” said the Rev. Mr. White. I believe 
in letting a man die in peace, and then let his

„It is an open question as to the value of 
the death bed conversion,” ald the Rev.

Favors Union of Country Schools. 


County Superintendent Bright gave an il- 
Iustrated lecture in the afternoon to prove 
the desirability of consolidating country 
schools. He charged the directors of country 
schools in Cook County with spending thou- 
gands of dollars for worthless rubbish sold 
to them by agents. He discussed the decen- 
tralization problem and declared it one of the 
test errors of present day civilization that } 
oung men are flocking to the large cities. 
“It is almost a erime, said Mr. Bright, 
“that young men are led to the cities by 
hundreds from all the country districts. They | 
are coming from comfortable homes to eke 
out a miserable existence behind a counter 
or a desk. They do not come because, they 
are afraid of the hard work on a farm. They 
come because they are lonesome on the farm. 
The consolidation of schools and free 
transportation is one of the first remedies 
that offers itself, and probably it is the most 
effective. What would it mean for all the 
children in one township to become acquaint- 
ed through attending the same school? 
ibilities of free transporta- 
tion to and from these township schools? 
Would it not be possible to make the same 
— of use in ee daily papers to 
armhouse and in the bringing about of 
rural free delivery?

“But look at what is beirig done in the 
schools today,“ and here Mr. Bright pointed 
to a reproduction of a chart used in many 
of the country schools. “ Here is an object 
lesson on a chart supposed to teach com- 
mercial arithmetic. It shows the farmer 
working hard for little money, the mechanic 
toiling for low wages, and opposed to them 
a young man with hair parted in the middle 
selling ribbon ever a counter, and another 
young man mulling over his books. The 
latter two are pictured as enjoying pros- 
perity, the bookkeeper receiving a salary of 
$3,000 a year. The greatest lies ever printed! 
Yet the directors of country schaols have 
been paying $37.50 for a series of brightly 
colored charts which were good for nothing 
On earth but tosell. They never were planned 
by educators. They are made to sell. 

“In Cook County alone the directors of 
country schools purchased $5,000 or $6,000 
worth of useless trash of agents. They have 
paid $27 for a single set of black walnut 
blocks which no teacher could use. The 
School are filled up with this sort of rub- 
Dish, and a few simple things which are 
greatly needed, but which agents do not sell, 
they refuse to buy.“ |

Daniel Scanlan, Employe of Hibbard, 
Spencer, Bartlett & Co., Takes Arti- 


Disposal “to Dealers at Tempting 


_Bonds—Admit Their Guilt.

‘The arrest of Daniel Scanlan, a 17-year-old 
employé of Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co., 
brought to light yesterday a systematic plan 


stolen cutlery was distributed to confeder- 
ates not employed by the firm, and then was 
sold to various dealers in the city at any 
price that could be obtained. The loss of the

While Scanlan was leader, it was Parcells 
who originated the idea of robbing the firm. 
Parcells obtained a position with the firm on 
Dec. 15 of last year, but was discharged on 
Jan. 15 by Pritchard Stewart, manager of 
the cutlery department, who had become sus- 
picious of the boy’s actions. : Before Parcells 
‘was discharged he had formed an intimate 
acquaintance with Scanlan and had propused 
to him a plan for thieving. 

The discharge of Parcells left Scanlan to 
perform the inside work. Parcells en- 
listed the services of the four other boys and. 
attended to the distribution of the stolen 
goods among them. The five boys on the 
outside sold the cutlery to dealers, most 
of whom accepted the articles at tempting 
prices and asked few questions. - 

The list price of the knives was from $22 to 
$35 a dozen, but they were sold at prices 
ranging from 75 cents to adozen. Much 
of the cutlery was sold at Benzinger & 
Steele’s billiard hall, 77 East Thirty-first 
establish-. 
ment, as well as the other purchasers, assert 
‘that they had no intimation that the articles 
had been stolen until detectives called and 
acquainted them with that fact 

Scanlan would take the goods during the 
morning and turn them over to Parcells at 
the noon hour, when he left the building 
ostensibly for the purposé of se his lunch. 
To satisfy the increased demzhd the boy stole 
recklessly, and the rapid disappearance of 
the cutlery was quickly noticed by Manager 
Stewart. He placed the matter in the hands 
of a private detective and within a week the 
arrest of the boys followed.

PORTO RICAN EMIGRANTS I 
STARVING CONDITION. 


Eight Hundred Natives Em | 
Port Angeles Under Contract for 
the Sugar Plantations in the Sand- 
wich Islands—Openly Charged That 
They Are Being Treated More Like 
Slaves than Human Be —Ma 
and Without Clothing. 


Los Angeles, Cal., April 13,—[§ 
Eight hundred Porto Ricans of both sexes 
arrived at Port Angeles early this morn- 
ing and immediately embarked on the 
steamer Zealandia, which departed at once 
for the Sandwich Islands. The natiyes are 
under three-year contract to work on the 
sugar plantations. — 4 

It is openly charged that the Porto Ricans 
were treated more like slaves than human 
béings; that they were mistreated, starved, 


poorly clad, and that most of them were 


suffering from illness. 
The special train carrying the na con- 


sisted of twenty-five cars, ten of which were 


occupied by the medical staff, the baggage, 


and the kitchen. The train had been five 
days on the road from New Orleans. It 
was stopped just outside of Los Angeles last 
evening and held until fhidnight, when it was

Effect Little Thought Of at First Prov- 
ing So Important That All Roads 
Win Be Forced to Follow in Order 
to Retain Suburban Passenger Trat- 
fic—Change Needed Also for Longer 
Runs—Examples of Better Speed 
Made. 


Track elevation in Chicago has enabled the

When the agitation for elevated roadbeds 
was begun, six years ago, railroad experts 
did not give much attention to this advan- 
tage of the plan. The elimination of the 
grade crossing was the one object kept in 
view to the exclusion of other considerations. 

The extent to which the various companies 
have been enabied to cut down their running 
time since the elevation of their tracks has 
become a matter of wonderment to raliroad 
officials, and, says a leading authority, roads 
which have not yet raised their tracks will

Rock Island and Lake Shore First. 


The Rock Island and Lake Shore, the first 
roads to elevate, have reaped the benefit 
of faster schedules. Before the elevation 
of the track# of these two roads the time 
between the Van Buren street station and 
Sixty-third street was never less than twen- 


ing the trip. Since the track elevation the 
time has been reduced steadily to a regular 
fifteen minute schedule, and with many 
trains to thifteen minutes. 

The distance between Van Buren and Six- 
ty-third streets is seven miles. Between 
the Van Buren street terminal and Sixteenth 
street the tracks are not elevated and all 


dangerous grade crossings in the city. The 
elevation proper starts at Sixteenth street. 
With this handicap the trains between Six- 
teenth and Sixty-third must be operated at 
a speed of nearly forty miles an hour, which 
was out of the question when the tracks 
were at grade.

Public Opinion in Paris Sees No Danger 
te the Dual or Triple in 
the Exchange of Naval Courtesies— 
vent Arouses Little Enthusiasm 
Among the People—Seven New Plays 
Rendered in Paris the Last Week~ 

[Special Cable to the New York Tribune and 
The Chicago Tribune by d. I. Barnard.) 
PARIS, April 13.—The Toulon fétes are 


over and their significance, which was at 


frst exaggerated, may now be accurately 
summed up. No one in France any longer 
supposes that either the dual alliance or the 
triple alliance is about to undergo serious 
modifications. The true meaning of the 
Franco-Italian manifestations, as accept- 
ed by public opinion in France; is that the 
two neighboring nations which for the last 
twenty years have been showing sulkiness to- 
wards one ther, have ceased from mu- 
tual recrimingtions and backbiting and 
have publicly exchanged the kiss of friend- 
ship. Today not even Lucien Millevoye, the 
fire-eating editor of the Patrie, nor Paul 
Deroulede, nor Edward Drumont see ob- 
jection to France being on good terms with 
Italy. President Loubet's tactful speeches, 
his simple, manly dignity, his quiet yet firm 
bonhomme, have given a tone of persuasive 
authority to the Toulon fétes which is ex- 
actly what France wanted. | 

There is, however, not @ spark of en- 
thusiasm about the Franco-Italian demon- 
strations at Toulon, and in thig respect the 
contrast is most striking when compared 
with the frantic excitement that prevailed 
at Toulon in 1893, when Admiral Avellan’s 
Muscovite blue jackets were welcomed as

None of the Parisian papers sees in the 
Franco-Italian demonstrations anything 
more than a platonic kiss of friendship. 
There are harmiess skits in the boulevard 
papers today about President Loubet's ac- 
ceptance of the Collar of the Annunziata, 
which makes him, from a technical, heraldic 
point of view, a “cousin of the King of 
Italy,” and the comic illustrated weeklies 
come out with colored cartoons representing 
President Loubet in the uniform of a French 
sailor, arm in arm with the Duc de Genoa, 
both squatting in the crow’s nest ot an iron- 
clad, over which floats the French tri-color. 
with the Italian’s “E. L. on the white 
center stripe, and also the royal standard of 
Italy, the caption being M. Loubet et son 
cousin le Duc de Genes,” and underneath a 
parody on the popular song.

In short, the Toulon fétes are felt through- 
out France to be merely a sympathetic

WATTS FOR THR BUDGET 


ENGLAND ANXIOUS OVER NEW 
SCHEME FOR TAXATION. 


Country Does Not Yet Know Whether 
Imposed, or Whether an Addition 
comes, Tea, Tobacco, and Spirits— 


Trade Interests Are Suffering 
the Delay. 


| (Special Cable to the New Tribune and 


The Chicago Tribune by I. N. Ferd.] 
LONDON, April 18.—The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer has made no sign and the country 
does not know whether sugar will be taxed, or 
the corn laws imposed, or a few simple sums 
in addition be worked out in the taxation of 
incomes, tea, tobacco, and spirits. It may be 
a commonplace budget with feeble expedi- 
ents for widening the area of taxation, or it 
may be the most important budget since the 
corn laws were repealed. 


will be a revival of Liberalism if imported 
food be taxed, whether sugar or corn, and 
there will be a demoralization on the govern- 
ment side if the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
continues to finance the war feebly and falls 
to readjust the burdens of direct and indirect 
taxation. 

There also are personal elements in the 
political equation. The present Cabinet has 
been nominally directed by Salisbury, but 
Chamberlain's will has been the strongest 
force in regulating its policies. Hicks-Beach 
has been the only member of the Cabinet 
capable of offering resistance to the will of 
Chamberlain. The Treasury has been the 
stronghold of old Toryism where the Secre- 
tary for the Colonies could not exert the 
pressure of superior political capacity. 


Affects Chamberlain’s Future. 
Hicks- Beach and Chamberlain have been 
antipathetic ever since the present govern- 
ment was formed, and their divergencies of 
opinion have widened during the recent 
months. While they have remained col- 
jeagues, with Lord Salisbury as Prime Min- 


| ister, it is doubtful if they can work together 


when the amiable Balfour is transferred to 
the Upper House. Chamberlain clearly can- 
not lead the Commons if Hicks-Beach re- 
mains at the head of the Treasury. The 
budget speech will be decisive proof of the 
Chancellor’s capacity or incapacity as a 
financier, and will have a direct bearing 
upon the political fortunes of Chamberiain. 
If it exhausts the patience of the country 
the ascendancy of the masterful will of 
Chamberlain will be complete, and the way 
will be opened for his leadership of the Com- 
mons and a revision of the tariff system in 
the early future on lines of imperialism in 
the business relations of the mother country 
and the colonies. 


Budget Eagerly Waited For. 

There will be a feeling of relief among 
business-men when Parliament reassembles 
for the budget speech. Gambling based upon 
rumored changes in the tariff has become 
a source of serious disturbance. Tea, to- 
bacco, and spirits have been taken out of 
bond in immense Auantities to forestall in- 
creased taxation, and enough sugar for 
eighteen months has been dumped into Eng- 
gland from Hamburg, Boulogne, Antwerp, 
and Rotterdam. Unless sugar duties can be 
made retroactive the treasury will draw lit- 
tle revenue from this source during the next 
fiscal year, and if the Chancellor declines to 
levy them the speculative movement of im- 
porters may involve some business fallures. 
The grocery, confectionery, and allied trades 
have been holding meetings to protest 
against the taxation of sugar and the advo- 
cated inalienable right of the British work- 
ingman to have cheap marmalade and jam 
on his breakfast table. 

Income tax payers can only stand and walt, 
for they have no resource for agitating 
against the crushing weight of direct taxa- 


tion. 
Let-Up in Social Dullness. 

The budget speech will be the signal for 
a reaction against the prevailing dullness 
during the holiday interval, when the news- 
papers have been filled with thieves’ ro- 
mances over stolen pictures and croaking 
lamentations over the sinister tyranny of the 
American steel kings and trust engineers. 
Already there has been a revival of social 
activity, for an unusual number of West 
End weddings has brought fashionable idl 
back to London. 

In Dramatic Circles. 

There will be two important art recen 
tions next week, and Sir Henry Irving and 
Forbes Robertson will open their theatrical 
seasons. George Alexander, by a tour de 
force, has brought the curtain down tri- 
umphantly upon Esmond’s new play at St. 
James’ Theater. The Wilderness lacks 
power, but has charm, and is likely to prove 
popular. Maurice Hewlett, in Forest Lov- 
ers,“ showed how a man might fall in love 
with his wife after marriage.

Frederick MacMillan will preside and the 
vice chairman will be H. W. Keay of the 
Booksellers’ association. This is an indica- 
tion of closer relations between the publish- 


ers and booksellers, similar to those prevail- 


ing in the United States. A strong effort 
has been made to enforce rules respecting the 
net price tn order to prevent underselling. 
The price of the book is fixed by the publish- 
er and the bookseller is pledged not to cut 
under the catalogue. figures. Publishers 
who find that the trade is undersold refuse 
to deliver books to booksellers taking un- 
fair adventage of their rivals. This policy 
has brought the two associations into more 
cordial relations than formerly, and the 
joint trade dinner this spring is proof of the

ROME. April 13.—At the beginning of the 
year word was sent from Rome that the 
Mafia and other societies in Sicily must be 
stamped out at all costs, and the local au- 
thorities were threatened with degradation 
if they should any longer ignore their duty. 
The Mafia promptly took up the challenge, 
with a result that there has been a carnival 
of crime in the beautiful tsland. ,

than fourteen men have been murdered, and 
each corpse has been: found with a paper 
thrust between its teeth, bearing the wordg, 
Thus the Mafia punishes its traitorous 
members.” The victims were suspected of 


having given information to the police. 
The household of Baron Ignesio Franco, in 


his castle in ‘the district of Reggio, was 
alarmed on Monday night by an attempt,

The Baron and his servants, hastily arm- 
ing themselves, started a vigorous fusillade 
through the windows. A few shots were 
fired at them without 1 on either 
side.

By a vote of 18 to 10 the Cuban consti- 
tutional convention has pronounced against 
aceepting the conditions laid down by Con- 
gress- for the withdrawal of American 
troops and the establishment of an inde- 


‘pendent Ouban government. It has not as 


yet cut off the possibility of a reconsidera- 
tion of this vote by a final adjournment. 
There has been talk of this, but most of 
the members are in no haste to adjourn. 
They are paid $10 a day, and the majority 
that voted down the Platt amendment is 
composed in part of men who never before 
‘received so large a per diem. They are 
believed tq be desirious of holding on to that 
ample revenue as long as possible. The 
possibilities of personal gain are believed to 
play a large part in the attitude of the con- 
vention. The chief objection to the Platt 
amendment, though not expressed, is that 
it will prevent the looting of the Cuban 
treasury ‘through bond issues by the men 
who hope to be in control when an inde- 
pendent government is established. : 
Should ‘the convention adjourn sine die 
without accepting the conditions named, it 
will be for Congress to decide what shall be 
dene next. Matters will remain as they are 
until that body meets next December. The 
President has no authority to modify the 
substance of the Platt resolutions. They 


| are the law of the land, which he must en- 


force. The convention may yet decide to 
send & commission to Washington. Should 
it do so the President will receive the com- 
mission with great courtesy, will listen to 
whatever it has to say, and will inform its 
members with polite firmness that it is not 
in his power to revise the action of Congress. 
Perhaps it is desirable that a commission 
should be sent. A formal interview with 
the President may have an effect upon the 
obstinate membérs of the convention which 
the action of Congress, the statements of 
American newspapers, and the words of 
private and official visitors in Cuba have 
not been able to produce upon them. 2 
The salutary limitations imposed by Con- 
gress are a necessity for the welfare of Cuba 
as well as for that of the United States. 
Assuming that the eighteen men who voted 
against them are sincere in their action, 
and are really desirous of securing an in- 
dependent government for Cuba, they are 
singularly short-sighted. The effect of 
their action is to continue the American 
protectorate indefinitely, if not t6 force upon 
the American government, tired at last of 
such an anomalous and uncertain condition 
of affairs, the annexation of the island. 


_ ABILITY AND CLEAN sTREETS. 
Although Mayor Harrison and his ap- 
pointees have had charge of the city govern- 
ment for four years they have effected 
no material advance in caring for the streets, 
There has been some improvement in the 
down-town district and the labor abuses 
formerly practised by contractors. have 
‘ceased. But in other districts cleaning is 
done even less frequently than formerly 
and, on the whole, there has been no sig- 
nificant change. 5 
To charge this up to fate or to the 
penuriousness of taxpayers or to the great 
area of Chicago is impossible. The South. 
Side boulevard system is as conspicuous 
amang American cities for its excellent 
maintenance as for its great extent. To 
keep the common streets of Chicago in 
decent order is just as practicable as it is 
in ex- 


emplary order. 
There has, however, never been a man 


ot first-class qualifications for his work put 


in charge of the streets of Chicago—and 
their condition will never be radically 
changed until such a man is put in charge. 
Women may organize street cleaning 
leagues, Aldermen may take notice” of 
things, policemen may arrest persons throw- 
ing rubbish in the streets, and bridewell 
chain gangs may be discussed for the role 
of “ white wings; but the one act which 
will count will be the installation at head- 
quarters of a man able to organize, develop, 
and get money for an efficient street clean- 
ing service. i 

It was Colonel Waring, not women, police- 
men, or even Aldermen, who put New York’s 
atreets in order, and, it was at his call 
that the requisite money was forthcoming. 
Indeed, it is not necessary to appeal to the 
example of the richest city in the land. The 
Street Commissioner of the little Canadian 
City of Toronto, whose budget always be- 
speaks thrift, has exhibited more genuine 
ability during the last ten years in caring 
for the streets of that town and in develop- 
ing a complete equipment for his purposes 
than has been exhibited or approximated 
during that period in administering the 
streets of this city. In fact, there could be 
no comparison, so far as initiative and en- 
terprise go, between thetwocases. 

It is neither reasonable nor tolerable that 
the business interests, the common comfort, 
and the public reputation of Chicago should 
continue to suffer from lack of a really able 
Commissioner of Streets.” | 


HE FIVE PER CENT LIMITATION. 
The inconveniences of enforced uniform- 


tions does not exist are emphasized by the 
new obstacle in the way of the enact- 
ment of the law limiting to 5 per 
cent, exclusive of the State tax and that for 
certain school purposes, the aggregate rate 
of taxation in each and every municipality. 
This is a limitation which Chicago property - 


not feel able to pay taxes in excess of the 
amount which can be-collected under it. 
Nobody in the | 
the propriety of this provision so far as 
Chicago is concerned, but the representa- 
tives of the smaller Illinois cities have 
checked the progress through the Legisla- 


tion by the announcement that under it their 
municipalities will Be unable to raise the 
revenues they absolutely need. A large per- 
centage of the taxes collected by the Oity 
of Quincy goes to pay interest on bonded 
‘indebtedness and provide for its extinguish- 
ment. This 5 per cent provision would play 
havoc with Quincy finances unless the taxes 
on account of the debt were put outside the 
3 per cent limitation. But such an excep- 
tion, if applied to Chicago, would add about 
$2,000,000 a year to the aggregate of taxes 
not affected by that limitation. | 
That city or county which cannot get 
along under this 5 per cent provision is 
strictly within its rights in objecting to its 
adoption. Chicagoans cannot find fault 
with the people ‘of Quincy, Joliet, or any 
other city for protecting their interests,

to bis duties in Congress. He soon learned 
that this was impossible, His savings were 
gradually dissipated. His thirty years of 
public service have left him a comparatively 
poor man. 

It is by no means clear that Senator Hoar 
has any reason to regret his choice of a 
career, éven from the view-point of his 
own self interest. He has forfeited the op- 
portunity to accumulate riches, but he has 
won a name which many a rich man would 
give all his wealth to possess and which 
no amount of money could buy, Probably: 
every man comes to a place in his career 
here he wishes he bad sought a different 
goal. Humanity is so constituted that it 
longs for the prize which it does not pos- 
sess, and is inclined to esteem lightly that 
which it has won. The man who has spent 
his life in piling up wealth wishes fer fame 
and public honors, but by the time his for- 
tune is made it is too late to succeed in the 
other field, In the same way the man 
who has spent his best years in handling 
great questions of state can. no longer turn 
back and add wealth to fame. Only in a 
few rare instances, like that of Senator 
Sherman, do men possess the double quali- 
fications enabling them to build up an honor- 
able name and a comfortable fortune at the 
same time. Most men must choose between 


the two and Senator Hoar chose well. 


The Massachusetts Senator has written 
his mame indelibly in the political history 
of the United Stutes during his generation. 
He could neither have done such far- 
reaching service for his country nor have 
projected his name and influence so -far 
beyond his own lifetime if he had continued 
The fame of a great 
lawyer, like his work, is more or less tem- 
porary and transient.

THE “ENCYCLOPEDIA MAXIMA,” 

In the current issue of the Nineteenth 
Century Herbert A. Giles, professor of 
Chinese at the University of Cambridge, 
under the title of “ Encyclopedia Maxima,” 
tells the story of the destruction during the 
siege of Pekin of the Yung Lo Ta Tien, or 
Veritable’Records—a work of such colossal 
size and importance so far as China is con- 
cerned as to dwarf all modern cyclopedias. 

Next to the burning of the Alexandrian 
library the world has known no greater 
literary catastrophe than the destruction of 
the book quarter during the siege of the 
legations. The Han-lin College, whose 
origin is lost in the mists of antiquity, a 
vast collection of modern books, with their 
wooden blocks corresponding to our stereo- 


type plates, immense numbers of rare old tarn op mind d leached by the publish- 


editions, as well'as the “ Veritable Rec- 
ords,” the work of centuries, were destroyed 
in less than an hour's time. 5 

The Yung Lo Ta Tien, or Veritable Rec- 
ords, was compiled between the years 1408. 
1407 by order of the third Emperor of the 
Ming dynasty, by no less than 2,169 schol- 
ars, and contained in a single work all that 
had ever been written in the four depart- 
ments of the Confucian canon, history, 
philosophy, and general literature, the lat - 
ter including astronomy, geography, cos- 
mogany, medicine, divination, Buddhism, 
‘Taoism, handicrafts, and arts. This great 


work was in 22,877 sections and bound in 
11,100 volumes, each half an inch in thick. 


ness, each section containing about twenty 
leaves, making a total of 917,480 pages for 
the whole work, as. against 22,000 in the 
Encyclopedia Britannica. In 1562 two 
copies were made and the original was sent 
to Nanking. One of the copies was placed 
in a pavilion of the palace and the other in 
the office of imperial historiography. At 
the downfall of the Ming dynasty in 1644 
the original and one of the copies perished 
by fire. The other copy, which had been 
transferred to the Han-lin College, has now 
met the same fate. 
Five only of the 11,109 volumes were 
saved, and these are now in the possession 
of Professor Giles, having been rescued by 
his son, a member of the Chinese consular 
service, who was aware of their value. Mr. 
Giles says that ever since Pekin was first 
opened in 1860 all applications from for- 
eign scholars to be allowed even to view 
such an interesting relic have been eurtly 
refused. Now that the great literary monu- 


ment is gone forever, it is some consolation | 


to know that it was not lost at the hands 
of the allies but through the misguided 


violence of the Chinese themselves, who set | 


fire to the building in which it was con- 
tained. The powers haye much to answer 
for in the way of subsequent looting, but it is 
due to them to say that they made efforts to 
save this treasure. Whether it was de- 
stroyed by a Chinese rabble, ignorant of its 
value, or whether it was purposely destroyed 
rather than have it fall into the hands of 
the foreign devlis is not known.

DOUBT. MRS. SURRATT’S GUILT. 
After more than a third of a century 
doubt as to the gufit of Mrs. Mary E. Surratt, 
who was hanged for a part in the consptracy 
against President Lincoln, still holds in 
Many parts of the United States. At the 
time, this doubt, as a matter. of course, ex- 
isted in the South. Certain individuals in 
the North cherished the doubt; too, from the 
beginning, but in that stormy time it was 
passed over. Felix McClosky, veteran Ser- 


ty 


geant-at-Arms for the House of Representa- 
tives, always believed in the woman's inno- 
cence. He has pointed out, as significant of 
it, the large: number of persons cohnected 
with the conviction who have died violent 


deaths. Of her Judges only one is living— 
General Lew Wallace of Crawfordsville, Ind. 


The charge against Mrs. Surratt was of 
aiding and abetting the arch conspirators 
against the life of President Lincoln, She 
kept a boarding-house, in which David B. 
Herold had a room and to which Atzerodt 
and others connected with the plot came. 
Following the assassination, everybody sus- 
pected of complicity was arrested, among 
them Mrs. Surratt. | 


| ‘The military commission which tried the 
conspirators was composed of General David 


D. Hunter, President; General Lew Wallace, 
General August P. Kautz, General Albert P. 
Howe, General Robert 8. Foster, General 
Samuel A. Elkins, General F. M. Harris, and 


General C. A. Thompkins. This commission 
convicted Atzerodt, Payne—who had stabbed 
Seward—Herold, Spangler, Arnold, Mudd, 
and Mrs. Surratt. On July 6, 1865, Major 
General Hancock was commanded to go from 


Baltimore to Washington to execute the sen- 


‘tence of death against Herold; Atzerodt, 


Payne, and Mrs. Surratt. Serged@nt-at-Arms 
. McCloskey says that at this time President 


Johnson was virtually a prisoner in the 
White House, unable to see any one to whom 
Secretary Stanton refused admission. He 


says that Mrs. Surratt had been convicted 


without any defense, that when Reverdy 
Johnson, appearing before the commission, 
attempted to speak for her, he was hushed 
up and’forced to leave the room.

A golden wedding which has just been 
celebrated is that of the octogenarian Grand 
Duke of Luxenburg and his wife, who is a 
Princess of the reigning house of Anhalt, 
his first wife having been a Russian Grand 
Duchess, who died, however, during the first 
year of her marriage, The Grand Duke, who 
is 84 years of age, is wonderfully active and 
fit, and still finds his chief pleasure in driv- 
ing a four-in-hand team with a pretty woman 
besifie him on the box. 
It requires a certain amount of courage to 
drive with the Grand Duke; In the first 
lace he is terribly shortsighted, and then, 
too, he is apt to become so much 
by the fdir dame at his side that he does not 
give sufficient attention to his team, with the 
result that spilis are frequent. Thus within 
the last four years he has had no less than 
half a dozen serious accidents. Three years 
ago he broke his leg by slipping and falling 
on @ polished parquetted floor, then he was 
thrown out of his carriage and badly shaken 
up through his horses becoming scared by 
collision with an awkward bicyclist; and he 
had hardly recovered from the effects of this 
mis} when the team of four horses har- 
ed to his daumont once more bolted, 
upset the vehicle, and pitched him into the 
ditch, inflicting wounds to the scalp and face 
and injuring his back; lastly, while dri

Baroness who was seated by his side into the 
river, from which they were rescued without

There are some superstitious people who 
ascribe the Grand Duke’s persistent ill-luck 
to the fact that his vast wealth originated 
with his former ownership of the public 
gaming tables of Wiesbaden, when he was 
still reigning Duke of Nassau. He was de- 
prived of his Duchy of Naseau by the Prus- 
sians in the war of 1866, and compelled to 
seek refuge in Austria. If he is today once 
more a reigning sovereign, it is because he 
inherited the throne of the Grandduchy of 
Luxemburg from his kinsman, the late King 
of Holland. 


Even in this succession he was by 
ill-luek, and one of the oddest 1 ents that 
can he conceived occurred in connection with 
his accession. The old King of Holland, it 
may be remembered, fell into a kind of cata- 
leptiq trance about a year before his demise, 
which was of such a character as to lead even 
hie medical attendants to believe that he 
was dead. In fact, his demise was officially 
announced, all the churches and public edi- 
fices in the Netherlands were decked out with 
emblems of mourning, while the ex-Duke of 
Nassau had already arrived in Luxemburg, 
and assumed possession of the Luxemburg 
throne, when suddenly it was discovered that 
old King William was not dead, but had re- 
turned to life in a bad and irritable frame of 
mind, Duke Adolph being compelled to re- 
descend the throne, and to return to exile in 
Austria. When the King died for good and 
all a year later nothing would persuade Duke 
Adolph to stir from Vienna until he had pos- 
itive evidence that his Duteh cousin was not 
only dead but also entombed. 3 

The Grand Duke's only son has no sons, but 
four @aughters; the eldest of whom, in de- 
fault of a male heir, will be entitled to suc- 
ceed to the Throne of Luxemburg as Grand 
Duchess Regent in her own right on the 
death of her father.

Law Strietly Enforced Else 
where in Illinois Is a Dead 
Letter in Chicago. 


— 


HROUGHOUT the suburban portions 
of Chicago’\covering many acres, the 
much-hated Canada thistle grows and 
spreads luxuriantly and uninterrupt- 
ediy year after.year. No weed has 
had so much legislation directed against it 
as the Canada thistle, and probably nowhere 
in the United States is so large an area of 
thistle growth so entirely undisturbed as 
in Chicago. The laws of Illinois are ex- 
ceptionally drastic against Canada thistles, 
and provide that there shall be appeinted 
a “commissioner of Canada thistles, who 
shall take an oath of office and devote as 
much of his time as necessary to accom- 
plish the complete eradication of the this- 
tles. The law makes it his duty to take 
charge of all thistles growing in the high- 
ways and on uninclosed land, and to take

care that they do not go to seed or other- 
wise spread. When the thistles are found 
to be growing on inclosed lands it becomes 
the duty of the commissioner to compel the 
agent or occupant of the landsto take proper 
measures to destroy them. Should any per- 
son fail to comply with the requirements 
of the law, as pointed out by the commis- 
gioner, he becomes subject to a penalty of 
not to exceed $100 for each violation of the 
law. 

In many counties of the State a close watch 
is kept by public officials on Canada thistles 
and other noxious weeds, and such counties 
are in a great measure free from them. 
Evanston has begun a crusade against poison 
ivy. In the rural counties large areas of 
vacant land are not often to be found, and 
consequently weeds do not have an oppor- 
tunity to secure an: extensive foothold. In 

suburbs of Chicago, however, there are 
thousands of acres of unoccupied land, most- 
ly in the form of vacant lots that are of- 
fered for sale. These.lots afford an exten- 
sive breeding place for Canada thistles and 
other noxious weeds. The fact that the lots 
are for sale and may be sold at any time 
causes the weed growth upon them to be

of the terrors of the farmer. . A little over a 
hundred years ago the thistle was unknown 
in the United States. Now it is spread across 
the continent and is constantly. increasing 


its hold upon the country. Should it become 


firmly fixed on the unoccupied lands of the 
Northwest its pestiferousness will be felt 
under most aggravated conditions. 

The Canada thistle is particularly trouble- 
some because of the difficulty. attending its 
extermination. The roots of the thistle run 
under the ground and put up sprouts to the 
surface every few inches, Asa result of this 
underground spreading it does little or no 
good to cut the plants down when they come 
to the surface, The roots have been known 
to live for three or four years, although 
kept mowed close to the ground. The most 
effective method of eradication is to grub up 
the rgots. Chemicals of various kinds have 
been used effectively to kill the thistles, but 
are more or less dangerous to stock and to 
persons ‘handling them. A highly scientific 
method of eradicating the Canada thistles is 


by the introduction of a disease to which the ; 


plant is subjéct, which if it does not extermi- 
nate the growth altogether stops the spread 
of the weed and almost invariably greatly 
diminishes the area covered by it. A good 
grubbing hoe and a man who needs exercise 
is generally regarded as sufficient antagonist 
for any ordinary growth of thistles. 


FOUND FAMOUS LOST 
| MINE OF BALD ROCK. 


AILARY DOCKSON and Jacob Bush, 

_ two prospectors who went into the 

Navajo Reservation when it was 

to two months ago, 

‘| have found the famous lost mine of 
Bald Rock. 


Bush reached Holbrook on Monday and 
renewed their stock of supplies. He and 
Dockson, he says, made no particular effort 
to locate the traditional treasure vault, and, 
in fact, had not believed in its existence. 
They were prospecting on the south side of 
the Carriso Mountains, near the head of the 
Gothie wash, in the extreme northern part 
of the reservation, when they came upon the 
entrance to a shaft, hidden by large rocks 
and bushes. The two men followed the shaft 
down for fifty feet and found a series of 
tunnels reaching as far in several directions. 
On all sides of the shaft and tunnels were 
streaks of gold bearing ore, some of it show- 
ing free gold in large flakes. From all indi- 
cations no human being had been in the mine 
for years, but many wild beasts had made 
their dens there. The underground workings 
were foul from thousands of bats, and snakes 
had taken up their abode near the entrance. 

It has always been the belief that the 
Navajos obtained a steady supply of gold 
from the famous lost mine, but it is likely 
that they abandoned it when the supply of 
visible free gold began to dwindle. It is the 
opinion of the discoverers that the mine will

According to general belief the Bald Rock 

mine was first operated about forty-five years 
ago, and it was about two years later, when 
the party owning and working it was at- 
tacked by the Indians, who have until now 
persistently refused to allow mining in their 
territory. One Peterson, the only member 
of the party who succeeded in escaping, told 
of the tremendous wealth of the mine, but 
could never relocate it. : 

Pegg Smith, the famous owner of th 
Pegieg mine, was thought to have gubten 
gold from the Bald Rock mine. Smith was 
known all over the West in the early days. 
He had prospected every range in the Sierra 
Nevadas, and often struck it rich. For a 
long time he lived in southern Utah, and from 


some source obtained a big bag of gold dust. 


His hospitality was known for hundreds of 
miles: around, but never to his best friends 
would he give up the secret of his gold. For 
nearly a year he was in the Navajo Reser- 
vation, and it was the general belief that a! 
his wealth came from there. Smith always 
wae able to elude the watchful Indians, al- 
though they succeeded in out nearly 
all prospectors. 
“ Pegleg "’ was not so fortunate in earlier 
life. His name was given him by reason of 
the reguit of a fight with Indians. He was 
shot in the leg when a mere boy by raiding 
‘Apaches, and was left to dle. But he had 
no notion of so doing. His wound was a

A Special dispatch to Tun Tarisune from 
St. Joseph, Mo., says: Grain dealers and 
farmers of Missouri, ‘Kansas, and Nebraska 
are looking with a great deal of complacen 
and satisfaction at the wheat fielde ans t 
n yield of the golden grain. There 
has probably never been a spring when the. 
outlook appeared so favorable as at present 
breaking yield. The danger 
period of winter wheat is passed, and with 
the expected rainfall of the next few weeks 
the crop is assured, The wheat has wintered 
well, the wet weather and the snows being 
just what was most needed. There was not 
at any time @uring the winter enough cold 
weather to freeze out the stocks, which had 
taken a firm root last fall. Wheat which 
was not planted early wus encouraged by 
the mild weather, and it is as fully advanced 
aa that of the early planting. Practically na 
spring wheat is now raiged in this country. 
Not many years ago a good deal of it would 
be sown every year, but the farmers have 
discovered that the severe weather causes 
too much havoc for a sufficient recovery. 
The present spring has been bad for the 
oat crop. mers have delayed spring 
planting until more favorable weather. W,
